GOAL ELEVATOR 


Ground Has Been Broken 


For One in Fitchburg 


Freight Yard. 


TO HOLD THIRTY THOUSAND TONS 


Coal to Be Handled Very Rapidly and 


Cheaply. 
No Shoveling. Work 


Done by Steam Power. Very 


Complete Arrangements 


to Be Made. 


Ground has been broken In the Fiteh- 


burg freight yard for a coal elevator to be 
built by the men who are soon to form the 
corporation to be known as the Sykes, 
Hodgi.' and Arnold company. 


It is the first coal elevator to be erected 


in thip city and will contain some origi- 
nal features, making: it in some respects 
different from any other, BO far as known, 
the building will be 80 by40feet and 59 leet 
high. The coal will be run from the cars 
Into a backet holding 1160 pounds, and 
the bucket will bo hauled by steam power 
to the top of the elevator, when it will be 
dumped automatically and the coal will 
be rue in chutes to any part of the build- 
ing. The coal will be drawn from the 
elevator into the wagons through chutes 
so that no shoveling will be necessary un- 
til the coal is unloaded from the wagons. 
The capacity of the elevator will be 3,000 
tons. 


There will be a steam engine in the top 


of the building to elevate the coal. The 
steam will be furnished by a boiler on the 
ground floor, which will also feed another 
engine to be used for sawing wood. The 
ground floor will be cement or concrete. 


With this arrangement the company 


will tie able to handle coal very rapidly 
and cheaply. The bucket, carrying over 
half a ton, will make a trip in 40 seconds, 
and a wagon can;bo loaded in five minutes 
without touching a shovel. This will be 
far different from the way coal has been 
handle din the city heretofore and will 
give the company a decided advantage in 
handling: its business. 


The building will be erected by contract, 


but the contract has not yet been awarded,

RETURN AT OLD SCHEDULE 


A Committee and President Pierce Call 


on Mr. Gallup. 
Proposition Sub- 


mitted to Strikers Thursday 


Night and Accepted by 


Large Vote. 


The weavers' strike was declared off 


last night, and the operatives will return 
to work Monday. 


The strike has been on for over a week, 


and was brought to a termination by J. D. 
Pierce, president of the state branch of 
the Federation of Labor, Mr. Pierce had 
been in the city only three days wheu the 
matter was adjusted. 


The strikers left work without stating 


their grievance to any one in authority to 
take action. 
Tue operatives of the 


Eclipse mill quit work first and marched 
on the Beaver mill where they remained 
until the Beaver operatives came out. 
There were no negotiations for days and 
no attempt was made to organize to gain 
the ends sought. The operatives declared 
that ttiey had been repeatedly cut in 
wages and that the wages they were able 
to earn were not sufficient for their sup- 
port. They simply stated this, but took 
no action. Officers of the Textile union 
were notified, and paid no attention to 
the notification. Mr. Pieroe was notified 
and promptly responded. 


President Pierce addressed a large meet 


ins of the strikers the evening of his ar- 
rival and at a business meeting which fol- 
lowed he gave some good advice. A com- 
mittee was chosen to confer with W. A. 
Gallup and the committee accompanied 
by Mr. Pierce held the conference. The 
result of the conference was reported to 
a meeting of the strikers Thursday even- 
ing and it was voted to return to work 
Monday at the oji2 schedule of wages, to 
work a month pending a betterment of 
things. 


President Pierce left the city today.

The race was between five riders from 


Pittsfield and five from this city. Each 
team was allowed eight pace makers.

side, Pittsfield lined up at the quarter 
pole. Cott and Sheridan were the starters 
for the local and Pittsfield teams. A pis- 
tol shot from the center of the field seat 
the men off and the race was on.

field gained irom the first. The local 
rider was unable to follow tho pace set by 
Hubbard and Taylor and his mile wa<s in

225 and Watson was fourth in 2.361. 
Powers was the last rider and although it 
was plainly evident 'that North Adams 
was badly defeated he rode 0 fine mile in 
2 tti.

ahead of North Adams and their time was 
11.384 against North Adams 12.09J or 30t 
seconds better. 


North Adams owes her defeat mostly to 


the fact that poor judgment was used in 
having each man ride a full mile at a time 
while Pittsfield riders rode in halves. The 
local pace makers were exceedingly fast 
and had the riders been able to follow, 
Pittsfield could never have won.

Stone Road—A Good Piece of 
Work—A Play by Local Talent. 


Stone Road* 


The work of building stone road on 


Cole avenue is well underway and will be 
pushed until the $3,000 appropriated for 
the purpose is expended. 
The work is 


begun at the head of the avenue and will 
be carried as far toward the depot as the 
money will allow. 
The committee in 


charge is composed of the selectmen and 
George P. Carpenter, George H. Prindle 
and Willsrd E, Hoyt. Mr. Carpenter, 
who has considerable experience in road 
building, is in chaige of the grading. The 
crushed stone comes from the White 
Oaks region and is made of what are com- 
monly called "hardheads." It is the first 
stone of the kind to be ussd in road mak- 
ing in this section, but it is believed it 
will work well. A heavy coat of it will 
be put on and well rounded up, and the 
top will be covered with finer stone of the 
same kind. It will be rolled down with a 
steamroller. If the experiment proves a 
success the town will probably build a 
p.ece of such road every year.

"An excellent drink for both invalids

Take equal 
parts of each, wash thoroughly, pick 
over and remove the stems, cook in a 
granite-ware kettle until the

burst, then mash and strain Fill bot- 
tles to o\ erflowin.g, and cork perfectly 
tight 
Invert the bottles and plunge in 


hot sealing wax. 
When you wish to 


use this, put a little in a tumbler, add a 
little sugar and dilute to taste with 
water. This is equally afl refreshing as 
raspberry vinegar. 


Now, I want to give you a few points 


on how to prepare your jars to prevent 
their breaking. One good way Is to fill 
a large pan with cold water, set the jar 
into it, so that it shall be about half cov- 
ered, and pour Into about a cup of hot 
preserves. Then remove from the n a- 
ter before finishing it; oe careful that the 
cold water reaches higher on the out- 
Bide of the jar than the hot preserve 
does on the inside. Alw ays strain your 
jelly twice through a flannel cloth, and 
pour into tumblers, which have been 
boiled In hot water trr ten minutes. 


Another simple way to turn hot pre- 


serves into a jar without breaking it is 
to put a tablespoon into the jar ana let 
the hot mixture run into the bowl of the 
sroon first. 


Now, 1 think, with all of these sug- 


gestions, you M ill be able to use up the 
grapes and have an attractive closet of 
goodies to show to John's mother when 
she comes over. After you are through, 
let me know how you succeeded, and 
w hcther your nervous system is wrecked 
in consequence of the jelly making.

knew Miss Harriet Pickert of New York 
city before she became tbe wife of Dr. 
Frank Abbott, and Mrs. Abbott is pleas- 
ntly remembered as one who made long 
and constant visits to this section. She 
had remained at the Wilson a long time 
as companion to a relative who was under 
treatment at the Berkshire Hills sanitar- 


ium, 
and after her marriage she lived at 


Paradise's with her husband two years. 
She is a charming woman, discrete and 
refined. The New York World printed 
the following story Thursday, which 
shows how onfortunate Mrs. Abbott has 
been in her marriage relations. 


Halfway round the world to escape 


bonds that were galling and to enter into 
relations that, if they became known 
here, would shut the guilty ones out of 
society. This is the trip made by Dr. 
Prank Abbott, who has deserted his beau- 
tiful wife, and Bliss Amanda Morton, who 
has left the relatives and those who in 
her orphaned state had befriended her.

practice, and who was honored by the 
Loomifl laboratory, University Medical 
college, with the position of instructor 
in bacteriology, and who held a staff 
position at the New York Infant asylum.

DR, BASCOH'S LETTER 


He Accepts the Prohibition 


Nomination for Gov- 


ernor. 


THE 
PARTY 
OF 
PRINCIPLE 


The Candidate Argues lor the 
Con- 


sistency of His Party. 
It Has 


Served a Patriotic Object 


in the Ebb of Moral 


Power. 


Dr. Bascom in accepting the nomina- 


tion for governor of Massachusetts by tbe 
Prohibition state convention 
has ad- 


dressed the following letter to the officers 
of the party, which truly reflects a great 
man's ideas of how to deal with a tre- 
mendous evil and discourses somewhat of 
political conditions in general. Dr. B»s- 
Bascom's letter is: 


Prank M. Forbush, chairman; P. W. 


Clark, secretary, Massachusetts Prohibi- 
tion state committee: 


'GENTLEMEN—There is little illusion on 


the part of a Prohibition convention in 
Massachusetts in bestowing the nomina- 
tion of governor) and there is certainly 
none in accepting it: It may not be easy 
even to exoiude thesense of ridicule which 
attaches in most minds to any political 
effort which does not issue speedily in of- 
fice. Our political methods have taught 
us little, as a people, of that dignity 
which satisfies itself with a steady main- 
tenance of a principle. It is true that our 
principles must be applicable to the im- 
mediate wants of tho community if their 
defense is to have this quality of dignity 
as well as of devotion. 


"Few will deny that the temperance 


movement has been productive of great 
good, though it is now suffering a tempor- 
ary decline. It stands out among the 
leading social influences by which the 
progress of the race has been thus far 
marked. The experience of a century has 
issued in these two principle;, total absti- 
nence from intoxicating drinks and prohi- 
bition of their sale. Without these prin- 
ciples the reform is no more than a gen- 
eral exhortation to goodness. They are 
neither of them doctrines of perfection. 
They express no ideal state. They are 
remedial, under urgent personal danger 
and wide-spread social evils, 


"One subject of a vicious inheritance or 


possessed of littla moral energy can se- 
cure safety on no other terms than total 
abstinence. The community, with many 


such abnormal and feeble citizens, with a 
predisposition on the part of large num- 
bers toward excess, and burdened with 
the indolence, poverty,, vice and crime, 
already the product of intemperance, can 
find no assured safety except in prohibi- 
tion. Every Christian community agrees 
that the traffic is of so dangerous a char- 
acter that it cannot be left free. A great 
variety of restraining methods of a more 
or less shilly-shally order have come into 
use. Most ol them bave for a brief period 
some corrective power; none of them 
show themselves able for any long period 
to control the evil they ara Intended to 
restrain. They are, one and all, the sud- 
den efforts of a weak man to strangle a 
stronger one. They succeed only till the 
jron grip has had time to fasten itself, 
How many absolutely innocent must 
perish under public neglect before we 
provide a remedy ? 


"This failure arises from the nature or 


the case. There is no fixed boundary be- 
tween a safe and an unsafe use of intoxi- 
cants. Nor could we, if there were sueh a 
limit, bring men of all grades up to this 
'hie and stop them at it. The demands of 
this method on moral force are greater 
than those made by prohibition, while 
the moral force provided is much less. 


"Prohibition, in common with all other 


restraining laws, must be the controling 
sentiment of the community if it is to be 
effective. 
Most of its alleged failures 


have arisen from the fact that it has re- 
ceived premature acceptance by those no* 
yet pledged to it in their convictions. It 
has, however, always this advantage over 
weaker measures, that it imperfectly sim- 
ple and adequate, and springs itself out 
of, and helps to beget, the moral purpose 
needed for its enforcement. No apolo- 
getic and indulgent method has this fit- 
ness. Its results are necessarily inade- 
quate, while those who propose aad en- 
force its restrictions are relatively indif- 
ferent. Such a, method has in it no Chris- 
tian charity. The community accepts no 
self-denial in behalf of the common wel- 
fare. The sentiment, "If meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat no flesh while 
the world standeth," finds no place in it. 
It says, rather, personal convenience and 
personal enjoyment must control the pub- 
lic safety. We can make no serious con- 
cession to the weak and vicious. Now, it 
does not belong to human nature, nor is it 
consistent with a divine government, that 
a great evil should be stemmed by a 
method involving so little moral force. 


"Those who refuse to surrender a pleas- 


ure will have no power in putting down 
a vice. This-birth of moral force from 
moral force is the deepest law of the so- 
cial and spiritual 
world. 
Experience 


everywhere conforms to it. The attention 
of the public for the past score of years 
has been chiefly directed to measure* of 
relief, and the increased consumption 
during all this period has gone on apace. 
Our annual 
production of fermented 


liquors has become a half-barrel to every 
man, 
woman and child. A recent report 


of the bureau of labor, bearing on the |ex- 
isting condition of things in this state, 
shows that the traffic in 
intoxicating 


drinks has in no way lost its power as a 
perennial source of indolence, poverty: 
misery and crime. 
Of all known influ- 


ences in these directions, it still remains 
the most productive, universal and cei 
tain. In Massachusetts, at tbe present 
time, 75 per cent of adult pauperism, 84 
per cent of crime and 51 per cent of 
crimes other than drunkenness are asso- 
ciated with intemperance. Yet the polit- 
ical parties of the slite remain powerless 
and speechless in presence of this imme- 
diate and urgent evil. 


"Three-fourths of the poverty and one- 


half of the crime prevalent under exist- 
ing laws are traced to this one cause, are 
offered in one lump, and still our law- 
givers have no hint of a remedy. 


"Take the case of O'Neil, which has 


drawn to itself so much attention during 
the year. He was brought up in EucL- 
land (Shelburue Falls.) and trained m its 
public schools. 
He belonged to an in- 


dustrious and respectable family. 
The 


perverting influences which 
issued in 


such a sudden and horrible accumulation 
of crime were of a plain and familiar 
order. The town has been almost uni- 
formly a license town, and a country 
saloon has been ita propagating center of 
vicious influences. 
A general censure of 


hoodlumism does not in any way meeb 
the case. 
Hoodlumism is inseparable 


from a country saloon. 
The chief, most 


direct and certain cause of these crimes, 
liable to repeat themselves in any town in 
Massachusetts, and falling iu this in- 
stance Ion a family that has steadily 
opposed the traffic, and should have been 
perfectly safe from its disasters—was the 
saloon. 
All other causes would have 


been weak without the saloon. 
The 


town licensed, took under its protection 
and received pay from an institution that 
undid all its social and moral and civic 
influences and left its citizens open to the 
most unavoidable, remediless and im- 
measurable wrong. It is as plain a re- 
lation at cause and effect as can be found 
in the social world, and one which is for- 
ever enforcing itself in some new and 
terrible way. 


"In regsisc-g and restraining tuT traf- 


fic, we have taken it to our very bosom, 
and have come to look to it for a large 
part of our public revenue. What more 
juggling, hypocritical, deceptive and un- 
just tax eonld be laid than the tax on 
spirits and beer. It is a juggling tax. We 
speak of it as placed upon luxuries, and a 
tax on luxuries is justified because the 
luxury implies ability to bear the tax. 
There is no such implication in tho con- 
sumption of beer. When we could have 
given the tax a little of this character of 
restsng upon a luxury by extending it to 
domestic wines as well as to domestic 
beer, we declined to do it. It is a hypo- 
critical tax. We speak of this heavy tax 
ation as if it were intended to restrain the 
consumption of intoxicants. 
We per- 


fectly well know that it exercises no such 
restraint. The traffic thrives by means of 
it. It is a deceptive tax. While it yield8 
large returns, it also occasions great losses 
of which no account is taken. It is an un~ 
just ta,x. It searches out our poorest 
households, and steals from women and 
children the little that remains to them. 
It sells the rags of the destitute, and puts 
the price into the public treasury, and 
that, too, of those whom we least of all 
protect, 


"If onr efforts as a party have received 


but slight direct reward in the years just 
past, we have at least been saved from 
participation in politics lull of imbecility 
and d'sgrace. Hardly another period in 
the history of our country shows so much 
legislation of which we have occasion to 
be ashamed, so little of which we can be 
proud, as tbe last 20 years. Our financial 
record is one of disaster, still strong upon 
us, moBt of which has been provoked by 
our own folly. Our tariff legislation has 
gone from excess to excess till it has fallen 
simply into a struggle of the strong to 
strengthen their hold on the resources of 
the nation. This is only too plainly evi- 
dent when the latest tariff carries up at a 
leap the stock of a sugar trust, and con- 
fers new opportunity on those who have 
achieved wealth by first appropriating 
and then devastating our forests. 
The 


character of the enactment is indicated by 
the fact that a 10 per cent discrimination 
against Cann^...11 railways found its way 
secretly into it. While some were vocif- 
erously crying "Deliver!" others were 
quietly picking pockets. 


"Lavish national expenditure has gone 


hand in hand with moat unequal taxation; 
and a foreign policy, irritating and ag- 
gressive, has drawn away the public 
attention from the signal failure in fitness 
and fairness of our domestic manage- 
ment. Both our great political parties 
have shown the degeneration which is 
sure to attend on the loss of adequate pub- 
lic ends. The Republicans, from the de- 
fenders of libarty, the refuge of the weaki 
have become the party of privilege, the 
instrument of a most unscrupulous and 
exacting plutocracy—itself the product of 
weak or unfair legislation. 


"When in our history would a strike 


like that of the miners for the terms of 
reasonable existence have drawn forth so 
little sympathy from political leaders? 
The Democratic party, even when aiming 
at reform, shows its chronic inability to 
do anything good or great. The doctrine 
of individualism—in itself always applica- 
ble—has taken such exclusive possession 
of the Democratic miud as to rob it of all 
power in handling great public interests. 
Of all Christian nations, we show the least 
ability for any concurrent, adequate and 
honest management of our common af- 
fairs. While there has been some revolts, 
'ike that of the Populists, accompanied 
with a strong sense of the inadequacy aud 
unfairness of present political 
action, 


those who take part in them hava been 
too long familiar with legislation aiming 
at narrow and personal ends to be able to 
put anything in its place truly adequate 
and national. 


"The independent voter, looking for 


some possible solution of evils in this po- 
litical wreck, has found, Hfce the hard 
money Democrat at the last election, that 
the issue which he had made for himself 
had, in the eager party action of those to 
whom he had intrusted it, been hung up 
wholly beyond his reach. 


"In this ebb of moral power, in this po- 


litical welter and confusion, we, members 
of the Prohibition party, have at least, 
saved for ourselves a suflicient and pa- 
triotic object, and evinced our steadfast 
adhesion to the public welfare as the sole 
basis of political action. In uniting pro- 
hibition and woman suffrage, we have Bet 
up the two most direct defenses of our 
households. We have beaten back the 
most constant and aggressive enemy of 
the home, and have put upon its thresh- 
old, with a drawn sword, its natural de- 
fender, the wife and mother, in whom 
God's justice, mercy and love find their 
most Epontaneous expression. 


"In accepting your nomination, and 


standing with you on these ever-present 
and vital questions, I can at least leel that 
we are waiting, In faith of better times, 
the return of our fellow-citizens to that 
sober phase of thought in which our ethi- 
cal, social and civil wants shall be dealt 
with in a temper proportioned to their 
own magnitude.
